EDITOR'S DAYBOOK—Sen 
Everett M. Dirksen ranks as 
one of the most eloquent 
speakers in America today 
and in addressing the 16th 
District Illinois Rural Letter 
Carriers in Dixon Saturday 
night, he retained that status. 


Sen. Dirksen gave a "non-politi- 


cal" talk. He scored 100 per cent 
on that. He also attempted to give 
his listeners a capsule version of 
what our national government is 
attempting to do, what was its 
basic purposes..He attempted, in 
a short speech, to set—the home 
folks at ease about the bigness of 
government He succeeded. 


For example, Sen. Dirksen set- 


tled some of the unrest arising 
from so-called foreign aid. A great 
many of his constituents, believe, 
no doubt, that our billions are be- 
ing thrown away in foreign spend- 
ing. 


Said the Pekin senator: "For- 


eign aid is an entire misnomer. 
It's a program for the, security 
of our country." 


That, said the senator, was his 


conclusion after the most recent 
of his many trips around the 
world. He said our nation's secur- 
ity wa» one of the basic purposes 
of government, and foreign aid 
fitted into that program. 
* » * 


What was-another basic-purpose 


of our government. To maintain its 
free system, 
Dirksen told his 


audience in the Loveland building. 


In our 168 year* of existence, 


"we havo freedom in its finest 
form. That moral climate of free- 
dom must be preserved," said 
the senator. • » » 
Perhaps the most important sec- 


tion of his talk was reserved for 
other "legitimate objects" of our 
government—like the postal serv- 
ice. 


Sen. Dirksen, in discussing fed- 


eral aid to schools, which he 
seemed to favor, and the 'federal 
highway program, which he also 
advocated, quoted President Lin- 
coln, who said: 


"The legitimate object of gov- 


ernment, is to do for a com- 
munity of people whatever they 
need to have done, but cannot do 
at all. or cannot «o well do for 
themselves in their separate and 
' individual capacities." 


So what about the post office 


system? Was it a business or a 
service? If it is a business, Sen. 
Dirksen said, it should proceed to 
operate in a business fashion — 
perhaps raise postal rates, elimi- 
nate the deficits caused by the 
distribution of publications and par- 
cel post.

If it is a sen-ice, then the gov- 


ernment should make up the difl- 
cit out of general income, as it 
does now. 
Business or a service? That was 


a question that puzzled Senators 
and other lawmakers.

by last-minute stays of execution— 
mostly recently last July 15 when 
Justice Clark granted him a stay 
pending high court action on a 
new appeal. 


Seven times before, however, the 


Supreme Court rejected various 
egal moves by Chessman and his 
awyers. 


The new hearing ordered today 


will be held in the U: S. District 
Court in San Francsico. on a 
habeas corpus proceeding begun 
on behalf of Chessman.

4. 1948 of eight counts of robbery.

Escape Car 
Crashes in 
Police Chase 


Officers Pursue 
Them Near Illinois 
River at Pekin 


PONTIAC, 111. UP)—Four 


convicts at the Pontiac 
branch of the Illinois State 
prison escaped today and 
were being sought along the 
Illinois river near Pekin. 


Warden James E. Denney said 


the fugitives stole an automobile 
in Pontiac after breaking out of 
their quarters at the prison farm 
and drove to Pekin, 60 miles south- 
west of Pontiac, where they were 
chased by state police. 


In Pekin, the automobile hit a 


tree but the four men got out and 
fled on f o o t toward the Illinois 
Paver, 'the Tazewell County Sher- 
iff's office reported. 


All Trusties 


Pekin police, sheriff's deputies, 


state police and a dozen guards 
from the Pontiac prison joined in 
the search for the men, 'all short 
term, convicts with trusty status. 


The convicts are Thomas Kre- 


man, 20, sentenced in Chicago Dec. 
14, 1953, to one to five years for 
auto theft; Robert" Jackson, 20, 
sentenced in Galena Oct. 30, 1953, 
to one to three years for auto 
theft; Jerry Hilst, 22, Pekin, sen- 
tenced Nov. 4, '1954, to one to two 
years for grand larceny, and Jo- 
seph Poole, 20, Taylorville, serving 
two to five years on a Sept. 22, 
1953, conviction for burglary and 


hundred pounds. Since removal ol 
the OPS ceiling over the weekend 
of June 29, 1946, some hogs have 
brought a higher price than that 
on every market day—until today.

38 Perish 
In Eastern 
Catastrophe 


Connecticut Hit 
Hardest as Floods 
Sweep Six States 


By the Associated Press 
Predictions of more rain 


Monday and Tuesday brought 
new fears to wide areas of 
Northeastern states still stag- 
gering'under floods and wash- 
outs caused by heavy week- 
end downpours. 


The toll of persons known or 


presumed dead in six states rose 
to 38. Property losses mounted into 
untold millions. 
, The American Red Cross said 
about 6.900 families have been af- 
fected in the storm sectors—3.200 
in Connecticut, 1,500 each in New 
Yorlc and New Jersey and 700 in 
Pennsylvania. 


Hope Fades 


Hope for a breather to clean up 


the flood damage of the four-day 
rain faded when the U. S. Weather 
Bureau in Boston predicted two 
more days of rainfall except for 
"some periods of letup." The bu- 
reau alerted eastern Massachusetts 
and Pvhode Island to watching ris- 
ing streams. 


Hardest hit in Connecticut's sec- 


ond flood disaster in two months 
was the rich Faiffield County re- 
gion and in western communities 
south of Waterbury. These areas 
had been mainly spared Hurricane 
Diane's punch of last Aug. 18-19.

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Private vs. Public Power 


Battle Goes on 


The Eisenhower administration is bumping into embar- 


rassing complications these days in its efforts to shift the 
emphasis of government interest from public to private 
power development. 
, . , , _ . 


' The complications are two-fold: the law and the Demo- 


sFor 20 years of Democratic New Deal-Fair Deal admin- 


istration, the emphasis was on development and expansion 
of public power resources. The giant Tennessee Valley au- 
thority came into being. Public power projects were encour- 
aged. And electric cooperatives spread their own network 
of publicly owned transmission lines across the country. 
*

* 


In capsule form, Republicans argued this pro-public 


power policy pursued under Franklin D. Roosevelt and Harry 
S. Truman was socialistic and dangerous for the American 
free enterprise system. Democrats contended the govern- 
ment merely was acting to give the people cheap power be- 
cause the private power industry had failed to do the job. 
And the public-versus-private power debate has raged for 
years.Now the Eisenhower administration is trying to encour- 
a<*-e private enterprise in the power field. And, where the 
federal government is involved, it has turned to private in- 
terests and to cooperative arrangements with local public 
agencies in trying to find solutions to power problems. 


But to shift the direction of power policy is no simple 


matter. There is the vigorous opposition from the Demo- 
crats and from public power interests — opposition which has 
built the power fight into a first-class presidential campaign 
-issue. And then there are certain complications which have 
arisen from the law.

The first clash came when the administration, through 


the Atomic Energy Commission, contracted with the Dixon- 
Yates group to feed power into the TVA grid to meet an an- 
"ticipated shortage.' This contract was abandoned when the 
city of Memphis refused to' accept Dixon- Yates power and 
said it would build its own plant. 


" Democratic leaders insisted the contract was not valid, 


and therefore the government should not pay a cancellation 
fee which might amount to several million dollars. The AEC 
insisted for months the contract became legally effective last 
winter.

But AEC Chairman Lewis L. Strous now concedes, after 


an exchange of correspondence with the comptroller general, 
that "there5 may be a question as to the validity" of the 
Dixon-Yates contract? One issue is whether there was a 
"conflict of interest" when Adolphe H. Wenzell acted as a 
Budget Bureau consultant on TVA and matters relating to 
the Dixon-Yates deal while still on the payroll of the First 
Boston Corp., an investment banking firm. First Boston be- 
came the financial agent (without fee) for the Dixon-Yates

v-._ Today another political clash is taking place over an 


administration proposal — later abandoned — to sell federal 
power to the Georgia Power Co. for resale to some 17 coop- 
eratives, which have no transmission lines connecting with 
the generating station.

Atty. Gen. Brownell said in an opinion that the law pro- 


vides the government must give preference to cooperatives 
and other public agencies, competing for power with private 
utility groups', even though the co-ops have no "presently 
available" means, of "taking the power." He said the pro- 
posed sale to the private firm would "flout the congres- 
sional purpose" of public power laws. 


Thus the private-versus-public power battle continues, 


and it's generating a jolting charge of political energy.

BONN, Germany—Chester V. Easum. a genial, arbitrary gentle- 


man of learning, on leave from the University of Wisconsin, is our at- 
tache for culture in the U. S. embassy. Doctor Easum's "cultural" 
project occupies liberal space in the old hlcog Pentagon nearest the 
Rhine. 


In Rome, I had failed in diligent efforts to corner our cultural at- 


tache who is Frank Snowclen, a specialist in litera- 
ture, or John Brown, his assistant. I had wanted 
to inquire just what such attaches are attempting 
to impose on the "public" of their respective baili- 
wicks as the "culture" of the United States. 


Is it "Porgy and Bess," an overblown musical 


comedy of dismal quality, depicting a situation no 
more typical of our American life than a hot Satur- 
day night in a police station in Memphis? 


Is it a "symphony" of half-free American musi- 


cians who cannot do their best because Jimmy Pe- 
trillo, an American union dictator, makes it pro- 
hibitive to rehearse adequately? Or a lecture by 
pessimist who hates the United States and writes nasty books about us 
which are then acclaimed as stark, realistic, uncompromising art? 


All such have been thrust upon the notice of other peoples as ex- 


pressions of American "cultuie."

in Hitler's time and seemed to 
have a not unkind impression of 
the late Ambassador Dodd. sent 
there by F. D. Roosevelt to antago- 
nize the Nazis and gee us into the 
war. The late boss. Ed Flynn. of 
the Bronx, - wrote that Roosevelt 
thought he was getting Dodds of 
Princeton, a scholar of stature, 
whatever his politics, but drew, in- 
stea'd, by some error, possibly 
clerical, a cheap hack from the 
University of Chicago. This fellow's 
son later was barred from the 
government bureaucracy by a con- 
gressional rider forbidding pay- 
ment to him of any part of a cer- 
tain 
appropriation. But Doctor 


Easum did not emulate Dodd's ap- 
proach. Instead, he took the "ob- 
jective" pose and had the Nazis 
coming to him, trying to impress 
him with the virtues of their sys- 
tem. 


"I can give you," he said, "a 


six-bit definition of culture and a 
two-bit definition. The six-bit defi- 
nition is this: Culture is the ideas 
men live by and the ideals which 
they live for. 
The things they 


think most valuable and most 
worthwhile. 
Culture is the way 


they live." 


A few minutes later he was ad- 


mitting that, although the "inte- 
gration" question is a hot problem 
in our "culture" he refuses even 
to consider telling the Germans 
the truth about the issue. He sim- 
ply will not tell the truth because 
that would he to "wash our dirty 
linen in public." The same is true 
of our "juvenile delinquency" al- 
though he admitted that in the two 
years since he last was home, "it 
seems more vicious in character." 


However, the. seamy side of 


truth and our daily life in the Unit- 
ed States do not express the ideas 
which we "live by", or the ideals 
•which we "live for." Culture, in 
other words, 
and we are 
imposters and providing them with 
staffs of "assistants" and clerks to 
misrepresent us to the rest of the 
world. All this is a pretentious 
affectation ot recent years which 
produced, in our White House, life 
most disgraceful record of per- 
sonal misconduct, including graft 
and blackmail, in all our history. 
We did not affect*"culture" before 
Roosevelt and his wife. We were 
content to stand before the world 
as »we truly were and the question 
in our minds was not what they 
thought of us, tut what we thought 
of them. 


"Culture," Mr. Easum contin- 


ued, 
"is 'not the standard of liv- 


ing, groceries, wages and so forth, 
nor the way a people make their 
living. That is for the economists. 
We leave it to the economics peo- 
ple to study production and mar- 
kets." 


And what was the two-bit defi- 


nition of "culture?" 


"It is how they feel and what 


they think." he said, seeming to 
pull the rug from under himself, 
for that certainly would disclose 
some seams. 


"You try to find out what people 


are thinking, how they are likely 
to behave and what makes them 
think as they do. I wish we knew 
how the Germans are likely to be- 
have. We knew a great deal more 
about them than they knew about 
us. That is why they misjudged 
us so badly. I don't think we 
would have had either of those 


is a beautiful fake 
paying professional 


wars if they had realized that we 
would get in and fight them as 
hard as we did." 


He apparently thought, that in 


each case the German people 
abused our people and gave us 
reason to fight them. The Germans 
certainly did not think so in either 
case, but if they had known our 
'ideas" and "ideals" they might 
have made allowance for our ju- 
venile and sanctimonious belliger- 
ence. 


It was news to me that Doctor 


Easum had been in Rome for the 
culturefest waged by Clare Luce 
and her little husband. Henry, for 
the greater glory of Mr. Luce and 
his business and political associ- 
ates. However, he saw nothing in- 
appropriate about the selection of 
Luce to hold forth as a respectable 
American authority on "the 
re- 


sponsibility of the press." whether 
by his own selection or by spon- 
taneous inspiration of some seedy 
European parasite seeking good 
publicity in "Time-Life." He seems 
to know little about our press. 


On "discrimination," Easum ut- 


tered a shocking interpretation of 
the 
American constitution, the 


worse from, a "scholar" and an 
agent of our "culture." 


"I tell them," he said, "that the 


Supreme Court often expresses the 
considered judgment and the best 
conscience of our people. 
I tell 


them this is the direction we are 
moving and that this is where we 
are going to come out. The South- 
ern states are not going to fight a 
war and the government'is not go- 
ing to send troops to enforce the 
decision." " 


I asked him if he had read this 


decision of the Supreme Court. 


He had not. 
Did he know that the court had 


relied not on the constitution but 
on a book of opinion by a Scandi- 
navian savant who spent & little 
while among us and then wrote a 
purely emotional opinion which ig- 
nored the constitution? He did not 
know that, either. 


But just the same he would not 


explain the issue to the German 
people. That would be washing 
dirty linen in public.

] Ancient Osteomyelitis 


Yields lo New Treatment 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


Osteomyelitis is a disease of the in the treatment of osleomytUU* 


bones. It is known to have existed 
since the dawn of man because the 
bones of some primitive human 
beings which have been dug up 
have shown signs of this disease. 


It is caused by a germ infection 


of the bone itself which destroys 
even this hard and resistant sub- 
stance. 


The disease is still with us but 


thanks to improved surgical meth- 
ods, and Uie use of such prepara- 
tions as the sulfa drugs and anti- 
biotics like penicillin, it is becom- 
ing both less frequent and more 
commonly cured. 


Up until the last three or four 


hundred years severe osteomyelitis 
m one of the limbs was usually 
Lreated by amputation—a remark- 
ably radical procedure. 


THE DISEASE was suriounded 


by superstition also and until the 
germ theory became understood. 
it was often treated with repulsive 
applications such as incinerated 
toads, fresh body lice, boiling oil, 
powders 
made from 
Egyptian 


mummies, turpentine, or herbs.

No one is attracted by the idea 


of maggots eating on their flc«b/ 
even when the flesh is dead, but 
even today this treatment is used 
once in a while. 


THE MANY SUKGICAL treat- 


ments used over the years all 
were aimed at destroying or re- 
moving the dead bone and pus and 
allowing new pus which was form- 
ed to drain to the surface. 


Ingeniously constructed instru- 


ments for boring into the bone and 
scraping out all of the infected 
material have been devised. 


New methods of attack on osteo- 


myelitis now have been developed. 


'THE SULFA DRUGS and tn« 


substances obtained from molds or 
germs called antibiotics are used 
with gieat success in many cases. 
Several members of both group! 
are useful in osteomyelitis.

the new antibiotics it 


has"become possible to save many 
people with osteomyelitis from 
months or even years of hospital- 
ization and repeated surgery. 


For some, of course, surgery is 


still necessary 
and the disease 


may drag on with discouraging 
persistence. It is well to start 
treatment of osteomyelitis as early 
as possible since the disease, if 
long continued, may produce com- 
plications in the kidneys as well as 
in the bone itself.

New Coats 


These new coats that are com- 


ing, on the "market advertised 
"more like fur than fur itself" are 
pretty good buys. They: are tough 
and reasonably priced, but they 
will'need special care. For exam- 
ple, cleaning. To clean this fur- 
like fabric, it will cost about the 
same as for a fur coat. They 
should be cleaned regularly arid 
often because general soil is easier 
to remove than spots. 


. Some manufacturers advise that 
the coats "be drum cleaned,-just 
like fur coats, because the heat 
in some dry cleaning processes 
may distort the'pile. Other manu- 
facturers say it's best to have 
them dry cleaned; especially if 
they are badly soiled. 


The collar and cuffs may be- 


come badly matted. 
Matting is 


caused by damp or wet pressure 
of any kind in wear or cleaning 
and in steam finishing. It is next 
to impossible to remedy. Stains 
that need water to remove, such 
as beverages, blood or syrups, also 
cause the fabric to mat. 
Neither 


can the coats be steam finished 
satisfactorily. . Fur 
glazing or 


hand carding may help somewhat, 
but the pile never has the same 
softness or texture.'

Shooting a duck is only a part 


of the hunt—Geraldine Acker, "Uni- 
versity of Illinois specialist in food 
says. Gerry says if you bag it, 
take care' of it. 
Caring for the 


bird in the field' is important in 
serving a delicious bird at the- 
table. 
First, remember to • keep 


the game dry. 
Second, plan to 


cool the bird soon after shooting. 
Keep it cool ori the way home, too. 
Carelessly' throwing a bird into a 
hot car .trunk doesn't improve its 
flavor much. If you hunt a great 
deal, you'll probably- find a porta- 
ble refrigerator a good invest- 
ment. 


Then thirdly, pick the bird soon 


after you • come home. 
Picking 


rather than skinning is recom- 


mended for duck. This method 
keeps the bird from drying out 
so much when cooking. 


Then, draw the duck. Cut the 


• « 
head, feet and wings from the, 
body. Slit the abdomen and re- 
move all internal organs. Instead 
of washing, wipe- the d*rawn duck 
with a clean damp cloth. Wash- 
ing removes too much flavor. 


Place the giblets in the abdom- 


inal cavity: Wrap the duck loose- 
ly, in- waxed paper and refrigerator 
until needed. Expert game cooks 
prefer birds that have been re- 
frigerated for two or three days.' 
They, say- this storage time im- 
proves the- flavor and texture of 
the bird. ' 


Good Breakfast 


'Do you:.eat a good breakfast? 
Remember a good breakfast in- 
cludes fruit, cereal and/or eggs, 
milk, bread and butter. The fruit 
is generajly from the citrus group 
so you are sure of getting that 
Vitmin "C" requirement for the 
day which is so essential.

Actual Money Losses on 
Stocks Not Spectacular 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK !ffl—In the three 


weeks since President Eisenhower 
became ill the stock market has 
had some spectacular spills. But 
perhaps the actual money losses in 
stocks—sad as they are—haven't 
been as spectaciMr as some folks 
may assume. 


Take the 60 widely representa- 


tive stocks that make up the Asso- 
ciated Press stock averages. They 
inchfde many blue chips, but also 
"some low priced stocks, and they 
cover many industries as well as 
railroads and utilities. 


If at the .close of business Sept. 


23—the day before the President's 
illness began—you had bought one 
share of each of the 60 issues it' 
would have taken 54.246.25. The 
average would be 570.77 per share. 


Would Lose $401 


If at the close of the market 


Friday, Oct. 14—three weeks later 
—you had 
sold these same 60 


shares, you would have received 
$3,845.25. The average per share 
comes to S64.09. 
- 


Your loss on the entire 60 stocks 


would be -$401, or S6.68 a share". 
This.is a sad thing. And persons 
who bought at 'the top and sold 
last Friday have plenty to grumble 
about. 


But the thing to remember is: 


Those who bought . at the top of 
the market and sold on the recent 
tumble are probably a very small 
minority of the stockholders of the 
country. 
_ - 


Many, probably most, of the 


Stocks in the strong boxes of this 
nation were bought some time ago 
—many of them for quite a bit less 
than today's prices. Only a minori- 
ty of these stocks have been sold 
in the last three weeks, in all 
probability.

A large proportion of the stocks 


stayed right in the strong boxes. 
Their paper profits have been 
shaved, but their owners haven't 
been out any actual cash. Much of 
the recent selling and buying was 
of shares in the hands of brokers 
or traders — not the strongbox 
investments of the majority of 
stockholders. 


One Is Higher 


A detailed look at the 60 stocks 


in the AP averages shows that at 
least one is higher now than it 
was three weeks ago. A handful 
are lower by only fractions to one 
dollar or so.

Drip-Dry Pleats 


Now is the time that you will be 


buying, making and wearing many 
garments having permanent 
pleats. 


Permanent pleats will remain 


throughout any careful cleaning or 
laundering process if they have 
been properly set and the design of 
the garment is suitable. 


However, the sharpness of the 


pleats and the way they hang may 
change after continued wear and 
care, making pressing and ironing 
necessary. 


For satisfactory results, drip-dry 


permanent pleats, and never wring 
them out. Drying in a dryer may 
set very fine wrinkles in the sur- 
face of the fabric that are almost 
impossible to remove. However, 'if 
one of your permanently pleated 
skirts does get into the dryer by 
mistake, re-wet it immediately, 
and smooth the wrinkles as much 
as possible. Then let it drip-dry. 


A permanently pleated skirt may 


come Ihrough She first couple of 
wearings and cleanings satisfac- 
torily. But after that, if you prefer 
sharper pleats, you will have to 
press the skirt or take it to the-i 
clearer for pressing. 


Remember, when buying a j>er- 


manently pleated skirt, it is diffi- 
cult to adjust the hemline. It is 
very hard to remove the crease 
line in the original hem and a3«> 
to repleat the hem. Therefore, 
most adjustments in length must 
be made at the waistline. Thas is 
a tedious process and alteration 
departments charge more for it 
than for adjusting hemlines.
